Extracts from Dominion Lands 


Regulations. 


NDER THE DOMINION LANDS REGU- 
lations, all surveyed even-numbered sec- 
tions, excepting § and 2%, in Manitoba and the 
Northwest Territories, which have not been 
homesteaded, reserved to provide wood lots for 
settlers, or otherwise disposed of or reve: ft 
ure to be held exclusively for homesteads and 
pre-emptionr 


HOMESTEADS. 


Fivery person who is the sole head of a family, 
and every male who has attained the age of is 
years, may obtain homestead entry Tor auy 
quarter section of land (160 acres more or less) | 
which may beopen to such entry, on making 
applic tion to the local pent of the district in 
which such land is situated and paying an office 
fee of ten dollars. 

On making application for homestead entry 
the settler must declare under which of the 
foliowing conditions he elects to hold his land, 
and on applying for patent must prove that he 
bas fulfilled the conditions under which he ob- 
tained entry. 

1. The homesteader shall begin actual revt- 
dence on his homestead and cultivation of a 
reasonable portion thereof within six months 
from date of entry, unless entry shall have been 
made on or after the ist day of September, in 
which case residence need not commence until 
the Ist day of Juue following, and to continue 
to live upon and cultivate ihe land for at least 
«ix months out of every twelve months for 
three years from date of homestead entry, 

2. The homesteader shall begin actual resi- 
dence within a radius of two miles of his home- 
atead, and continue to make his bome within 
such radius for at least six months out of every 
twelve tor the three years next suceceding the 
date of homestead entry; and shall within the 
first year from date of enjry break and prepare 
for crop ten acres of his homestead quarter sec- 
tion; and shall within the second year crop the 
said ten acres, and break and prepare for crop 
fifteen acres additional: and shal: within the 
third year crop the said twenty-five acres and 
break end proneny for crop fifteen acres in ad- 
dition, so that within three years of the date of 
his homestead entry, he sball have not legs than 
twenty-five acres cropped and fifteen acres in 
addition prepared for crop and shall have erec- 
ted on the land an habitable house in which he 
shall have lived during the three months next 
piece ne hisapplication for homestead patent.

* Ovrrawa, 14,—The Department of Agri- 
culture bas received a report from the 
agent at Calgary who states that the crops 
between McLeod und Edmonton ripened 
favorably, and will yield in many places 
extraordinary returns. On one farm near 
Calgary 920 bushels of oats were taken 
from ten acres, giving an average of 62 
bushels to the acre, with an average of 47 
pounds to the bushel, Another farm ot 12 
acres gives 729 bushels, an aver of 4714 
pounds tothe bushel, while a measured 
acre of wheat produced 24 bushels, A 
third farm gave an average of 60 bushels

come to the conclusion that the only way 
to insure good sound offspring is to breed 
froma good sound sire and dam, In 
taese times of intelligent breeding, that 
rule should be universally adopted, It 18 
not wellto ran any risks. If we Ureed 
from an impertect dam, and the laws of 
heredity work, as they may and likely will 
work, we have wasted time and money. 
It is the carelers and injadicious breeding 
of the country that entails a heavy aggre- 
gate loss upon the breeders of the counury. 
The demand for good horses is not sup- 
plied and yet thousands are breeding in a 
haphazard way and producing horses that 
cannot be sold ata good price. The de- 
mand forthe best beef is not supplied, 
yet the country is fall of scrubs, Really 
it would be difficult to find even a shadow 
of excuse for thus throwing away, abso- 
lutely throwing away, opportunities and 
money, The least that a breeder can do 
in his own interesis, is to make a care-
